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CROSS MAGNETISM,

ORSESSION. 

A dictionary definition of this 
word is: ‘The state of a person 
vexed or besieged by an evil spirit, 
antecedent to possession.”’ 

An individual may be controlled 
vsainst his own will, or obsessed 
by a person living in the material 
holy, as well as by a spirit that has 
“assed out of the form. 

This contro} is established by im- 
pressing thoughts and impulses upon 
the mind or nerves of the subject. 
I‘ is not possible to thus contro! or 
obsess a persson through ordinary 
hvpnotic processes.
